Of 148S examined by the Adams county 


exemption board, 200 asked no exemption. 
375 were found physically unfit, 146 asked 
occupation exemption, 700 asked depend- 
ence exemption, and 67 did not answer the 
call. -Even if all the claims for exemption, 
on which no action has been taken, are 
granted it will require only about 20 more 
men to fill Adams County's quota of 241, 
for 21 of the first contingent which left 
liere had asked to be excused and were de- 
nied their request. 


The instructions are to go ahead with 


the examinations until further notice, and 
about 1000 more men remain on the list to 
be called. It is the general belief that this 
calling and examining will be continued to 
the end, and the men not taken on the first 
draft will simply be held in readiness for 
summons some time next year when the 
second draft is made This will do awa}' 
with the necessity for further examinations 
then pnd all claims for exemption will be 
acted upon long before that time, it is 
thought. 


One or two men from the county put in 


claims for exemption on the ground that 
they had dependents, and^a'fter the claims 
were granted, the men^enlisted at Gettvs- 
burg in the Regular Army, evidently de- 
siring to avoid service with conscripted 
men. Adams county was thereby cheated 
out of their number in the quota 


Either they perjured themselves about 


having absolute dependents or else some 
one is going to have to maintain these de- 
pendents while they are in the army. 


When the names were certified for the 


first contingent the district board failed to 
take any notice of the men included in a 
list of about 150, a number of whom had 
not asked exemption. Attention has been 
directed several times to this oversight, 
but the district board has taken no note of 
it whatever, so far as sending an answer.

Quota Nearly Completed« 


Of 14SS examined by the Adams county 
exemption board. 200 asked no exemption, 
375 were found physically unfit, 140 asked 
occupation exemption, 700 asked depend­ 
ence exemption, and 67 did not answer the 
call. Even if all the claims for exemption, 
on which no action has been taken, are 
granted it w’ill requfre only about 20 more 
men to fill Adams County’s quota of 241, 
for 21 of the first contingent w^hich left 
liere had asked to be e.rcused and w^erede­ 
nied their request. 
The instructions arc to go ahead with 
the examinations until further notice, and 
about 1000 more men remain on the list to 
be called. 
It is the general belief that this 
calling and examining w'ill be continued to 
the end, and the men not taken on the first 
draft will simply be held in readiness for 
summons some time next year w’hen the 
second draft is made 
This W’ill do aw\ny 
m \ h the necessity for further examinations 
then pnd all claims for exemption will be 
acted upon long before that time, it is 
thought. 
One or tw*o men from the county put in 
claims for exemption on the ground that 
they had dependents, and after the claims 
w’ere granted, the meri/<fnhsted at Gettys­ 
burg in the Regular Army, evidently de­ 
siring to avoid service with conscripted 
men. 
Adams county w^as thereby cheated 
out of their number in the quota 
Either they perjured themselves about 
having absolute dependents or else some 
one is going to have to maintain these de­ 
pendents while they are in the army. 
When the names were certified for the 
first contingent the district board failed to 
take any notice of the meh included in a 
list of about 150, a number of whom had 
not asked exemption. 
Attention has been 
directed several times to this oversight, 
but the district board has taken no note of 
it w'hatever, so far as sending an answ’er.

Mexico City.—The story of the res- 


cue of eleven Mexican women and chil- 
dren from almost certain death on 
the barren Clipperton island, a coral 
atoll G50 miles off the Mexican coast, 
was related by members of the rescued 
party who w ere lauded at Salina Crux 
by an American gunboat. 


They were the survivors of more 


than 100 colonists who left for the is- 
land in February, 1914. The remain- 
der died from scurvy or were drowned. 


Story of Governor's Widow. 


According to the story of Mrs. Maria 


Arnaud, widow of Captain Aruaud, 
governor of the island, shortly after 
the arrival of the colonists, the Amer- 
ican schooner Xokomls was wrecked 
on. the island. Thirteen members of 
the crew, including the captain's wife, 
reached the shore, where they remained 
for several months while a few of the 
sailors rowed back to Acapulco. 


On hearing of tbe suffering of the 


people on the island an American guri- 
bwt went there and took off the Amer- 
icans, but not before they had mate- 
rially diminished the food supply of 
the colonists. It also offered to take 
ol? Che Mexuans, but they declined the 
o2«>r, expecting that a boat with sup- 
pll.«>6 would arrive any day. The boat 
nevpf came. 


Attempt Rescue; Drown. 


"When their food was exhausted the 


colonists w ere force'l to live on fish 
and the eggs and flesh' of sea birds. 
Scurvy set in and more than half the 
•colonists died. In 1915 Captain Aruaud 
•with three men put off in a rowboat to 
Iry and intercept a vessel that had 
been sighted, but their boat capsized 
and its occupants were drowned.

British ofllcers will tell you that, al­ 
though the Australians fight well, their 
lo.ssos are much higher than they 
would be with better discipline.

Many more 
desired adventure, an ocean voyage 
and a trip to Paris and perhaps Ber­ 
lin. 
“I was marching my men along the 
other day,” said a young captain, 
“when I hoard a private give the cheer 
of the University of Nebraska. 
I ran 
up to .him and said: *Y"ou didn’t do that 
very well. I’m a Nebraska man myself. 
Let’s do It together.* 
All Sorts of Officers. 
There arc then men drawn from 
many classes in the army and there 
will 1)0 more. 
Already there are all 
sorts of ofllcers. There is the regular 
from West Point, the occasional regu­ 
lar from civil life, the oflicer who came 
through the Fort Leavenworth training 
school, the reserve ofllcers and a num­ 
ber of former “non-coms” recently 
elevated to commissions.

manual of arms and the correct firing 
piisitions; says the Popular Science 
Mt)nthly. 
Then he must learn a thou­ 
sand facts not mentioned in the “drill 
regulations.” 
Among the rifle kinks, 
for instance, is the smoking of tUe 
glass rifle sights for work In -the sun. 
By simply holding the sights over the 
flame of a match—or, better, over an 
alcohol flame—a light layer of lamp­ 
black is spread over the sight which 
enables the soldier to fire oven when 
ho Is directly facing tho .sun. 
And

Another kink is tho doubling tip of 
the ordinary rifle strap in order to use 
it to obtain a sling-grip.

Oylcr Car Found 


Near Altoona. 


Ditched and abandoned by the side of 


the road between Altoona and Tyrone, 
the brand new Overland touring car, tak- 
en from Oyler Brothers' garage in Gettys- 
burg, on Tuesday night was found on 
Wednesday afternoon. With the car three 
new tires and a kit of tools were taken. 
The firm was notified in the evening. The 
car was badly used. It is believed that 
the men who got away with it may have 
been the two soldiers who escaped from 
jail on Saturday morning previous. Walt- 
er Forbes, one of the two soldiers who es- 
caped from jail, was in the county prison 
for having taken an Oyler car several 
weeks ago, and this makes it all the more 
likely that he was one of the two who 
again visited the private garage. Forbes 
was taking a Smith family residing east ol 
Gettysburg to Lancaster, at the time, and 
was apprehended when he ran the machine 
into a ditch east of Abbottstown. The 
first word of the whereabouts of the ma- 
chine was received when W. I Oylor got 
a telephone message from the Overland 
agent in Altoona saying fhat two young 
men, driving a new touring car had come 
thru there and tried to sell several new 
tires The car bore a license tag (he num- 
ber of which was in the state directory 
credited to Mr. Oyler. Not long after the 
party left Altoona. word was received of 
its having been ditched and abandoned. 
Efforts to catch the men have failed. It is 
wondered where the two soldiers might 
have spent their time between the hour of 
their escape Saturday morning and the 
time of their theft of the car Tuesday 
night. Tuesday night, also, an effort was 
made to steal the car of George Griffin 
several miles east of Gettysburg, near 
Granite Hill. The machine was pushed 
to an incline and allowed to drift down in 
the hope of starting it. but the driver evi- 
dently failed and the car was abandoned 
Several weeks ago, Mr. Oyler suffered a 
heavy loss in the fire which destroyed the 
big garage, on York street, anil then 
Forbes ruined a new car.

Hanover from GettyBburg cantonment was 
made on Wednesday evening, but proved 
a failure owing to "leakage" in the Castile. 
Shortly before 9, six members of the mili- 
tary police force of the camp in charge of 
a captain arrived in town, making the trip 
by automobile. They started snatching 
up all the meu in kbaki who were around 
and placed them in the village hostile. Af- 
ter fourteen mm were housed in the "little 
brick cottage" the M. P'e. took another 
soldier back and found the place almost a 
wreck and that ten of their captives had 
escaped. The front and back doors had 
almost been torn from their hinges, while 
the bars on the winduwp were bent far 
enough apart to permit the men to crawl 
through. Out of justice to the men who 
refused to join the jail-breakers, they were 
released after giving their names." Two 
men however who did not have tags were 
taken along back to carnp and also some 
clothing which the escaped soldiers bad 
eft behind. 


Hanover's present "Blue Hen" is due 


to be abandoned as the result of action 
taken on Friday evening by the boroueb 
council. After a short discussion it was 
decided to learn the price of steel celjs 
such as in uue in towns and cities in this 
section of the state. Cells will be procur- 
ed as soon as possible and then a building 
in which to place them will be looked for 
by the councilmen. Because of unsani- 
tary conditions at the present jail and al- 
so because of its shape due to maltreat- 
ment given it by the soldiers from Gettys- 
burg, the councilmen almost as a whole 
decided that their best move was to get 
the steel cells and place them in a better 
building. 


Escaped From Guard 


House at Gettysburg. 


Private Lloyd Hayes, of the Fourth Reg- 


iment, stationed at Gettysburg, who has 
become well known in Hanover as a "bad 
man," was again the center of attraction 
when arreoted for desertion in McSherrys- 
town, by officers from the Gettysburg 
camp, on Saturday night. It appears that 
Hayes, who was serving a term in the 
guard house for his escapades of a week 
previous in McSherrystown succeeded in 
breaking away and went to McSherrys- 
town where he took up quarters in the sta- 
ble at the Colonnade Hotel. He wore his 
uniform and had in his possession two ar- 
my overcoats. About 9 o'clock Saturday 
night two military policemen appeared in 
the town and were at once tipped off 
as to where to find the deserter. They 
started for the stable, but in the meantime 
a friend of the soldier had warned Hayes 
and he started to beat it. The officers fir- 
ed after the retreating man and then call- 
ed for him to halt which he did 
Hayes 


put up a stubborn resistance and was 
struck on the head several times with a 
black-jack by one of the officers before he 
was subdued. His head was cut open and 
he was taken to the Colonnade Hotel where 
Dr. A. C. Rice sewed up the wound, which 
required eight stitches and an hour's work, 
to close. During this painful proceeding 
Hayes sat on a t-hair smoking cigarettes 
and conversing with the physician and oth- 
ers present.

Gettysburg Mad* Dry. 


Acting on instructions from Washing- 


ton which designated as a military eainp 
the Gettysburg National Park, United 
States Attorney Rogers L. Burnett, of 
Scrauton, on Tuesday issued an order for 
the closing at noon on Wednesday of all 
saloons and the bars of tbe Elks and 
Eagles in Gettysburg within half a mile of 
the camp. The e.\» cution of this order 
puts Gettysburg on the "dry" column, as 
all of the saloons there and at least one 
wholesale house are in the prescribed zone, 
being within one-half mile by the air lino 
of the camp of the 60 llegt., at the end of 
S. Washington street. Seven bars were 
put out of business as follows, Eagle Ho- 
tel, Hotel Gettysburg, Washington House, 
City Hotel, Lincoln Way Hotel, Battle- 
field Hotel, Hotel Wabash, the Kimple 
liquor Store, and the Gettysburg Bottling 
Works. The closing order was handed to 
United States Marshal W. I. Magec, who 
went to Gettysburg on Wednesday to en- 
force it, giving official notice of the action 
less than an hour before the time set for 
closing. The order not only hits all bars 
in the boro within the half mile radius, 
but applies to all places where liquor is 
sold outside of the borough within five 
miles of the camp 
AH the hotels in the 


.county are outside of the five mile zone. 
The Bonneauville hotel, is closest and 
even that has a margin of about a half 
mile. The Hunterstoxvn hotel, next near- 
est, is even farther outside of the five mile 
zone. Many complaints have been re- 
ceived by Burnett s office about the sell- 
ing to soldiers encamped in Gettysburg 
and the wholesale house haj been specified 
as a leading offender. Bars in surround- 
ing towns are said to be doing a land of- 
fice business. The order was hard on 
Gettysburg's hotel keepers and thirsty 
Gettysburgian's The ban will b-i lifted 
immediately upon the close of the camp. 


Local hotelmen have decided to stop 


the sale of bottled beer whiskey and wine 
and will despense liquor over the bar in 
glasses only. This action has been taken 
to prevent liquor falling into the hands of 
soldiers and minors in New Oxford, and it 
is a commendable one. 


Auto Ran Into Pole. 


A motor accident occurred k short dis- 


ta_nce east of Brush Run Station on the 
Lincoln Highway, on Wednesday, when, 
in attempting to pass another motor car 
the seven passenger tourinji car belonging 
to Howard L. Shelter, of Chambersburg, 
skidded, went over an embankment and 
struck a telephone pole.

For the violation of a federal order, for- 


bidding liquor on the battlefield, permits 
to haul people over the avenues of the Na-- 
lional Park were taken from thirteen li- 
censed drivers. Coming at this time it 
helps greatly to make Gettysburg bone 
dry as it will make drivers careful about 
taking soldiers to other towns to get liquor 
to take into camp. 


The report of the alleged violations is 


signed by James B. Aumon and tells that

U. S Army as passengers. The amounts 
range from two to eight quarts of whiskey,

Ihe hours of 10:4.5 p m. and 2:30 a. m. on 
Ihe night of September 12th, and all the 
vehicles were searched on Section 4, West 
Confederate avenue. 


Prosecutions brought against Emmits- 


burg men for selling liquor to soldiers fell 
flat in Emmitsburg last week when it was 
ruled that there was not sufficient evidence 
against the alleged violators.

are Ihe following: it prevents boys under 
sixteen and girls under eighteen from be- 
ing on the streets between 9 o'clock at 
night and 4 o'clock in the morning unless 
accompanied by parent or guardian; it. 
provides for the enforcement of the law by 
local and State police and by u local "vig- 
ilance committee" who shall serve without 
pay; it provides a S2.50 fine for violation. 


Notified of 3-Cent Mail. 


The Postoffice department issued these 


instructions: "Postmasters shall on and 
after November 2nd see that postage is 
paid at the raw of three cents an ounce or 
fraction thereof on letters and other first 
class matter except drop letters 
All drop 


letters, that is, letters mailed for delivery 
,from the office at which posted, including 
those for delivery by city, rural or other 
carrier of such office, are required to have 
postage paid on them at the rate of two 
cents an ounce or fraction thereof. 
"Pos- 


tal cards are required to be prepaid two 
cents, and therefore the one cent postage- 
stamp affixed to them in addition to one 
cent stamp impressed on such cards. Post 
cards (private mail cards) bearing written 
messages must, have two cents postage pre- 
paid on them."

Sir Humphrey Davy's dogmatic pro- 


nouncement against gaslighting Is not , 
the only instance of a clever scientist 
being hoplessly wrong. The early his- 
tory of submarine cabling furnishes 
two striking examples. 


Consulted on the scientific side of 


the project. Farraday asserted that the 
first cables were made too small. Then 
he said that "the larger the wire the 
mere electricity would be required to 
charge it," and in this quite incorrect 
opinion he was supported by other emi- 
nent scientists. As a result of this 
dictum the current was increased until 
the operation "electrocuted" the wire 
and the cable broke down.
